It uilgb' alio be elated that tbo Company lia« contracts with three 
•d i lie me jut oil <-onipuuie* to supply pan when the pipe line la com¬ 
pleted. One ot there companim had Mini down ou I n operation* bc- 
l auae there ti no market lor lie nan. " hen tho pipe Hue la built it ban 
named lo dud an adtU.lonal 3 weUa which will cost, approximately 
timi.iHW dollars. Another company will drill an additional 12 welln 
"hen the pipe line la built and tho third baa underlakento drill aa many 
well* an may he necessary lo lullll ' - contract dellvcrltr. Other con 
iracta tuay be entered into which will mean additional drilling for ga» 
I'hla will reault in addiuonul expenditure* m the province, largely foi 
labor, which were not previously contemplated. Thin conflrma Ibal u 
market lor gas will encourage drilling new well* mid will have the 
effect of adding to the proeeut reeerve*.
